I do not miſtake in ſaying the contrary is the truth : he was an Apo- 
fle, and the Apoſtles had not any certain place deſigned them, the 


whole world was their Dioceſs, Mark 16. 15. Go Preach the - 


Goſpel to every Creatwre nnder Heaven, and Peter direing his E- 


\ piltle to the Churches hehad planted in Pontws, Galatia, Aſia, 5 i 


padocia and Bithinia, makes no mention of Rowe ; though it is poſſht- 
ble he might be there as an Apoſile, yet not to reſide there. 


For proof of their Allegation that Peter was Biſhop at Rome,they 


cite Hierom de virts iHuſtribus, Who ſaith, That Peter was Biſhop at 


Antioch ſeven years, went to Rome the ſecond year of the Emperour © 


Claudius, that he was Biſhop.at Rome twenty five years, tothe four- 
rteenth year of Nero when hedied. In the eighteenth -year after the 
Aſcenhon of Chriſt, was the conference of the Apoſtles at Feruſa- 
[em about Circumcifion, which-was the tenth year of C/aud;us, who 
died within four years after ; and Vero ſucceeding him, reigned 


but fourteen years, four and fourteen make eighteen ; How could ' 


it be that Perer did fit ſeven years at Aztroch, and twenty five years 
at Rowe,when by their confeſſion he died the laſt year of Nero,which 
vas no more then eighteen years from the time of the Councitat 
Teruſalem;before which be never came at Rowe,neither is it likely, 
nor can it be proved that he was at Antioch ? 


If it were proved or granted that Peter had a Primacy above the ' 


reſt of the Apoſtles, or wasat Rowe as Biſhop, it betters not the 
caſe for the Popes; for Peters dignity, if it was granted or proved 


he had any, was Perſonal, and conſequently ceaſed with him :
